loss. Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. occupy the 
entire State street frontage from the Wash- 
ington street. corner south. There were 
several employés in the building at the time 
of the fire and they immediately placed most 
of the valuable stock under cover. Smoke 
filled the entire building and some of the stock 
was damaged by water, which leaked into the 
second, third, and fourth stories. The dam- 
age, however, will not exceed $5,000. 
The Boston Store is connected by two pas- 
sage ways with the burned building and the 
firemen entered this and ran a lead of hose 


from the standpipes of the upper floors and 


fought the fire from the passage-ways bridg- 
ing the alley. It proved a most effective 
method, for, after the iron doors were re- 
moved, the firemen had a full sweep on the 
fire, which it was almost impossible 
to reach from any other point. The Boston 
Store apparently suffered little if any dam- 
age. A member of the Fire Underwriters’ 
Association who arrived early on the scene 
kept close watch of the floors of the store and 
says the damage will be nominal. | 
What Mr. Fish Thinks ; 

Joseph Fish was seen last night and said: 
„Our firm was incorporated three years ago 
with a capital stock of $200,000. We had 
at least $300,000 worth of stock and carried 
as much insurance as the 80 per cent clause 
would allow. We cannot estimate closely the 
total loss, as there were nineteen tenants in the 
building, each with some insurance, but 
in no case enough to cover the loss, 
as their stocks were large this year, and 
particularly this season, as they all expected 
a large trade and were prepared for it. On 
the top floor was the suit factory owned by 
Fish and Tuttle. We carried a stock worth 
$20,000 and employed fifty girls. A great 
many finesuits were made there for our Paris- 
ian Suit Store. We had many unfilled orders. 
We will resume business as soon as possible. 
The sales of yesterday amounted to $5,000 
and were increasing daily. The fire is most 
unfortunate, occurring as it did in the midst 
of the most busy season ever experienced.“ 

Mr. Joseph deposited the cash receipts of 
the store at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
When the fire started Miss Minnie Hafey, 
head cashier of the establishment, hastily. 
collected $2,000 taken in before the closing 
hour and carried the currency in safety to 
the Parisian Suit Store and placed it in the 
safe. She was highly commended by the 
members of the firm for her presence of 
mind,

Tries to Enter the Building. 

The following named persons constitute the 
firm of Fish, Joseph & Co.: Joseph Fish, No. 
2217 Calumet avenue; Samuel Joseph, No. 
3183 Vernon avenue; Selig L. Greenebaum. 
Mr. Greenebaum was in Milwaukee. Mr. 
Joseph and Mr. Fish were present at the time 
of the fire or shortly afterward. Upon Mr. 
Joseph’s arrival it took the combined efforts 
of Assistant Manager Gleason and a burly 
policeman to prevent him from plunging ‘nto 
the burning building. 

Fish, Joseph & Co. have been in the pres- 
ent store for three years. When they moved 
into the building Edward Pardridge built two 
additional stories. They pay $60,000 a year 
rental, which for the location is considered 
reasonable. Joseph Fish has also the largest 
interest in the Parisian Suit company, owned 
by Fish & Tuttle, whose store is in the Palmer 


H building was one of the first erected on 
the upper end of State street after the great 
fire of 1871. It was built by Potter Palmer, 
but has undergone numerous changes since 
that time. The present owner is Edwin Pard- 
ridge, who when seen last evening said: 

My brother, Edward W. Pardridge, and I 
purchased the building from Potter Palmer 
in November, 1873. At that time it was but 
five stories high. Ten years later we made 
extensive improvements, including the addi- 
tion of two stories. I value the building ard 
site at $850,000, as I have a standing offer to 
sellitat that price. The building I value at 
$200,000, and I believe it was insured for 
$155,000.” ‘

‘SUNDAY OPENING UP. 


QUESTION AGAIN- DRAGGED BEFORE 
THE NATIONAL OOMMISSION. 


Mr. Ewing of Illinois Introduces a Reso- 
lution Providing for a 25-Cent Rate of 
Admission Sunday and Hundley and 
Tousley Make This the Basis for the 
Declaration That Local Directors Are 
Violating a Joint Rule- Action Deferred 
Until Tomorrow. | 


Commissioners Hundley and Tousley yes- 
terday dgagged up the Sunday opening ques- 
tion before the National Commission and each 
made a speech the object of which Commis- 
sioner Burton of Kansas declared was to 
talk to the newspapers.’ Nevertheless they 
started a lively discussion which ended in the 
subject being postponed until tomorrow. 

Mr. Hundley and Mr. Tousley united in the 
presentation of a resolution which reviewed 
all phases of the rules relating to Sunday 
opening and which declared that at the last ses- 
sion of the commission the Sunday opening 
rule, which was submitted by the directory, re- 
ceived a vote in its favor of 29 for and 28 
against, but was not adopted because a ma- 
jority vote of 55 membersis required to make 
or change a rule. After whereases to this ef- 
fect this follows: 

Resolved, That the rule now being enforced by 
the World's Columbian Exposition for the pur- 

of o the gates of the Exposition on the 
bbath is in violation of the rule jointly 
adopted „ r by said Exposition and 
said commission, and is being enforced without 
the consent or authority of the World's Colum- 
bian Commission. 
The resolution refers, of course, to the joint 


day which was adopted by the local directory 
and the ‘National Commission last October 
after Congress made the appropriation of 
souvenir coins coupled with a provision that 
the Fair should be closed Sunday. At the 
session of the commission in May the 
directors, having decided to open the 
gates, submitted an amended rule to

that the amendment submitted by the direct- 
ors, not having been modified, it remained

Plea for a 25-Cent Sunday. 

The subject was precipitated by the intro- 
duction of a resolution by Commissioner Ew- 
ing of Illinois to the effect that it was the 
sense of the National Commission that Sun- 
days the admission fee to the grounds should 
be 25 cents for adults and children under 12 
years of age should be admitted without 
charge. This promised to be a popular move, 
Mr. Ewing supported his resolution with a 
neat speech. He said, among other things: 

I do not wish to interfere with the authori- 
ty of the local directory, which originates 
rules. But this commission should have some 
voice in the administration of the Fair. It 
was the commission which made the plan ud 
scope of the Exposition, and by its classifica- 
tion has brought here exhibits from all parts 
of the world. What impress the Exposition 
will have on the masses or the people will be 
a matter for the future. None can now tell. 
In a city of nearly 2,000,000 people and the 
surrounding country there should be many to 
whom the advantage of a 25-cent admission 
would appeal. There are thousands of poor 
who can’t pay 50 cents to see the Fair and to 
br'ng their children. It is right for the com- 
mission to adopt this asa recommendation to 
the authorities in charge, Letit be known 
that we would widen the scope of the influence 
of the Fair by making it possible for poor 
people to see it. 

Commissioner Eiboeck of Iowa at once 
seconded the motion and talked on the same 
line as that pursued by Commissioner Ewing. 
Then it was that Mr. Tousley came to the 
front with his resolution, He declared that 
the adoption of Mr. Ewing’s motion would, in 
effect, be an indorsement by the commission 
of Sunday opening. Commissioner Gammon 
of Oklahoma thought the same way but 
wanted consideration postponed until July 5. 
Commissioner Hundley moved that the whole 
subject be laid on the table and this was done 
by a vote of 35 to 5. With this disposition of 
the 25 cent day proposition Commissioner 
Hundley had the Tousley resolution read and 
then the latter madé his speech. He said he 
was quite certain in the beginning that the 
newspapers would criticise him, but he 
couldn’t help that. He said in substance: 

„I don’t want to stir up any trouble. But 
this resolution is all right. The gates have 
been opened Sunday against the rule adopted 
by both bodies. It was disrespectful on the 
part of the local directory to go ahead and 
open the gates, and their action minimizes 
the influence and authority of the commis- 
sion. In this matter we are confronted by 
both a theory and a condition. The theory 
was that people would flock to the park Sun- 
day, and we are told how reverently they 
viewed éverything seen there from a Dahomey 
savage to a flag staff. That was theory, but 
look at the condition. Sunday opening is a 
fizzle. “prs a 25-cent admission fee is asked 
to help it along. If on’t work what do 
you suppose will happen? I think there will be 
a conference between the directors and the 
Commissioners, and they will decide to close 
the gates. Exhibiters are not in favor of an 
open Sunday. iI talked with a number of 
them found but two who favored uncov- 
ering their displays.

COLUMBUS MUST LOOK TO HIS LAURELS 


An Erudite Gentleman Says That Hweisum, 
a Chinese Priest, Discovered America. 
Sr. Jonnssury, Vt., July 3.—/Special,)]— 

The Rev. F. G. Masters of San Francisco, 

Cal., Superintendent.of the Presbyterian 

Chinese mission work on the Pacific coast, 

has been in this vicinity the last two weeks 

and during his stay delivered a lecture in St. 

Johnsbury upon the subject, Did a China- 

man Discover America? Dr. Master's claim 

is as follows: 

About 499, or 1,000 years before Columbus 
discovered America, five Buddhist priests came 
from Chile to Mexico, being driven across * 
Pacific by the Japanese current. One of these 
priests, Hweisum, returned to China, and his 
trip to Mexico, called Fusong in his diary, i is re- 
corded in 250th volume of the Imperial 
archives of the Chinese Empire. The flrst de- 
scribes Fusong fully, and it applies remark- 
ably close ‘to cnowledge of Mexico 
given by Prescott 3 other historians of 
the Toltec and Aztec period. To corroborate this 
many of the customs 9 ancient Peruvians and 
Mexicans are similar to the customs of the ot 
nese and Japanese and there are 1 
netic resemblances in their lan thnolo- 
gists on the Pacific coast have a meted marked 
resemblance between the Chinese and the Indian 
tribes of British Columbia and Chinese coins 
hundreds of years old have recently n un- 
earthed in British Columbia. 

Dr. Masters goes to the World's Fair as the 
representative of the California Geographical 
Society. During a nine years’ residence in 
China he made an exhaustive study of this in- 
teresting subject and has many strong argu- 
ments to support his theory.

THE COLUMBIAN FOURTH or JULY. 

There are few places in the United States 
where the anniversary of national independ- 
ence is not being celebrated today. The 
sound of firecrackers and of fervid eloquence 
is spreading from ocean to ocean and from 
lakes to gulf. In populous | cities and in re- 
mote rural villages the people have given up 
labor and are devoting themselves to patriotic 
pleasure. On that day even the Socialists 
and Anarchists perhaps will admit that on the 
whole this try is better than any other 
they ever knew, and cease for twenty-four 
hours their efforts to turn the world topsy- 
turvey. The shops and the factories are 
closed even more tightly than they are Sun- 
days, and American men,: women, and chil- 
dren are taking a day off. 

But of all the Fourth of July celebrations in 
which something like sixty-six million people 
will take part the preéminent. one is that at 
Jackson Park. Seventeen years ago, when the 
Centennial Exposition was held at Philadel- 
phia, the great Fourth was the one obsérved 
in thatcity. Today Chicago leads. There will 
be gatherings in other cities, but not one of 
them will compare in numbers with that at 
Chicago. There will be noise in New York and 
Philadelphia, but not as much as here. There 
will be speeches made elsewhere, but they 
will not compare in significance with those 
made here. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence will be read from thousands of plat- 
forms, but nowhere as appropriately as at the 
Exposition. Tosum it up in a few words, 
celebrations in all other places are little more 
than side shows; the grand national glorifica- 
tion is at Chicago. 

The Fourth at Jackson Park calls to ‘mind 
not merely the men of 1776, the Nation they 
proclaimed, and the principles of liberty on 
which they based it, but the discovery of this 
entire Western world and its opening to Euro- 
pean colonists who could establish here ideas 
which there was no opportunity to put in 
operation in unrepublican Europe. The dis- 
covery of Columbus was the commencement 
of the new era which culminated with the Dec- 
laration of Independence by the United 
Cobonies, after which came in due time the 
liberation of nearly the entire Southern con- 
tinent from foreign domination. The Fourth 
of July celebration here today covers every- 
thing that has been done this side of the At- 
lantic during the last four centuries. 

It will be long before there is another Fourth 
like that of teday. Not that there are novel 
features in the official program but that every- 
thing will be on the grandest scale and will 
be carried out in a place which contains all 
that can illustrate the progress not merely of 
the Western world but also of the entire globe. 
There will be addresses today by distinguished 
speakers. Promiment Americans have been 
delivering Fourth of July orations for more 
than a hundred years, but never did one of 
them speak with such surroundings as at Jack- 
son Park, with the ripest fruits of the arts 
and sciences to enthtse him. Never did he 
speak on an occasion when the United 
States was competing with all other nations to 
see which excelled in the arts of peace. Many 
years will pass before another American will 
have a chance to beinspired by such sur- 
roundings. 

The programs printed eleowhere tell of 
the manifold attractions at Jackson Park to- 
day. There will be a finer display of fire- 
works than has been seen at the park before, 
and all Americans love fireworks. There will 
be infinite music and singing. Those who do 
not care for the one will be pleased with the 
other. There will be several addresses and 
the opening one will be by the Vice-President 
of the United States, who will be followed by 

Mayor Harrison. The oration proper will be 
delivered by James S. Norton, whose reputa- 
tion as a speaker is no longer confined to 
Chicago. 

“There will be an enormous crowd at the 
Fair today. It is hoped by the more enthusi- 
astic that there will be half a million. The 
more the merrier. The Exposition will wel- 
come them all, whether Chicagoans or 
strangers. There is room for over half a 
million at Jackson Park. The biggest Expo- 
sition the world has known ought tobe at- 
tended on the Columbian Fourth of July, the 
greatest anniversary in the calendar of his- 
tory, by the largest crowd ever known. There 
should be infinite enjoyment and jollification, 
mixed with amiable pity for other Americans 
on whose Fourth the eagle does not soar so 
high or scream as loudly as he does on the 
shores of Lake Michigan. 


DEPEW AND THE FAIR. 

Chauncey M. Depew’s impressions of the Fair 
were printed in a New York paper Sunday. 
He is so warm in his praises that it may be 
taken for granted that he regrets not having 
given cheap excursion rates to the Fair weeks 
ago, so that other New-Yorkers might have 
had a chance to see and admire it before this. 
When the big excursion trains begin running 
over the New York Central it will be evident 
beyond the possibility of doubt that Mr. De- 
pew really wants, the residénts of the Empire 
State to visit the Fair. He extols its educa-

: HENDERSON ON FINANCE. 

The letter from ex-Senator John P. Hen- 
derson of Missouri published in Taz Trisunz 
of yesterday is an important one. It is ad- 
dressed to Secretary Carlisle, and may be pre- 
sumed to represent rather closely the views of 
the administration, as it was given to the pub- 
lic by the Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. 
Henderspn is sound in his views in regard to 
the use and nature of money, the conse- 
quences pf distrust, and his belief that the re- 
cent stringency of the money market and 
commer¢ial depression are in large part due 
to silver legislation by Congress. But it is 
more than possible some of the meagures he 
proposes to remedy this state of affairs are 
not necessary to restore confidence, and 
would result in a needless depreciation of 
price for the metal, which last week sold down 
to about 48 vents on the dollar. 

It might be well to provide that hereafter 
all customs duties shall be paid in gold alone. 
That would insure a flow of gold to the Treas- 
ury and obviate the need for resorting to his 
third proposition to sell gold bonds to the 
amount of $300,000,000. Nor is it advisa- 
ble to at once sell for gold coin the silver 
bullion now in the Treasury vaults. It should 
be sufficient to pay it out in redemption of the 
Treasury notes issued against it, but to pay it 
out on the same terms that it was purchased, 
delivering a gold dollar’s worth of the silver for 
each dollar named on the note presented for 
redemption. It would be advisable, as sug- 
gested, ta fix on a date, say not later than the 
first day pf 1898, for the redemption in gold

INCREASE THE SUNDAY ATTENDANCE. 

The number of paying visitors to the 
World’s Fair day before yesterday was a little 
under 48,000. On the preceding Sunday it 
was a trifle over 62,000. It may be that the 
threatening skies of the afternoon kept many 
away, but there were many more strangers 
in the city on the 2d of July than on the 25th 
of June, and most of them had come here for 
the purpose of seeing the Exposition. Mak- 
ing allowances for everything, there should 
have been as many persons at the Fair 
grounds last Sunday as on the preceding one, 
Yet there were 14,000 less. 

It is true that 48,000 people may be called 
a multitude, but the directors, when they de- 
cided to return over a million doilars to the 
General Government so as to be able to open 
Sundays, believed there would be several such 
multitudes at Jackson Park every Sunday. 
Evidently they were mistaken. Furthermore, 
those who go to the Exposition on that day go 
chiefly to the Midway Plaisance. That is 
crowded, while the only part of the Exposi- 
tion proper where people go in any numbers 
is the Art Gallery. 

Those workingmen for whose benefit the 
directors made such a financial sacrifice do 
not make their way to Jackson Park Sundays. 
That is not because of their conscientious 
scruples. They throng the parks, where it 
costs them nothing. They attend the 25-cent 
picnics of labor organizations. Why do not 
they go to visit the Exposition and seek recrea- 
tion and amusement there? Some stay away 
because they have not the money. The parks 
are free. The picnic offers them a day’s enter- 
tainment for a quarter. Not having the 
money for the dearer pleasure they take the 
cheaper one, The workingman with half a 
dollar to spend can take his wife with 
him to Ogden’s Grove and they can pass the 
day together. If he goes to the World’s Fair 
instead he must go alone. There are others, 
some of them workingmen and some not, who 
will not go to the Exposition Sundays because 
there is so much less to see than on week days. 
They cannot see why they should be asked to 


pay full rates when from 50 to 60 per cent of

This applies as well to the crippled veterans 
of the Union army who have to call for their 
pensions at the office of Pension Agent 
Clements as to the salaried officeéts of the 
government. There are elevators, but there 
are no men to operate more than one of them. 
The appropriation for the purpose has been 
insufficient. The elevator men have been 
laid off. This is a disgraceful state of affairs 
brought about by cheese-paring economists of 
the Holman variety.

HE WILL MAKE A COMPLETE TEST. 


Architect Clark to Thoroughly Inspect the 
Government Building. 

J. J. Clark, the Government Architect de- 
tailed from Washington to inspect the Fed- 
eral Building, arrived in the city Sunday. 
Yesterday he began his work of looking over 
the building. He first took a general survey 
of the structure by making a rapid trip of in- 
spection to locate the most prominent crev- 
ices and displacements. He then went to the 
eustodian's room, where he opened the files 
of blue prints giving the original plans of the 
building and showing the different alterations 
made since its completion, together with the 
result of the iaspection of February, 1887. 
From his first casual survey Architect Clark 
thought there was no immediate danger of 
collapse, but added that before binding him- 
self to an opinion he would have to examine 
every foot of the building.

Notes Against the Little Rock Street Rail- 


way Held to Be Good, 


Litrie Rock, Ark., July 3.—[Special.]—A
